'n the differentiation of diseases and 
the sorting of causes and effects It la 
little womler that there should have 
arisen confusion of Ideas that to a ' 
decree still persist. 


There Is a general liellef that It is 


highly dangerous to drink cold water 
In wariii weather when we are very 
warm, und In a much recommended 
book on dietetics of the present cen- 
tury the warning ngnlnsl this prac- 
tice Is down In black and white. 


If we trace this teaching to Its 


origin, we find that the futilities that • 
occurred from this practice always 
happened when the temperature of 
the air was S5 degrees or upward. The- 
symptoms described arc those of sun- 
stroke or heat exhaustion, and the 
clinicians of the duy hticl confused, or 
rather not yet differentiated, tho ef- 
fects of heat suppression' and the very 
different experience of giving tho In- 
terior of the stomach n cold bath.

Washington.—The second session of 


the' sixty-seventh Congress adjourned 
sin* dfe. 
Legislation passed In the 


closing minutes of the session was 
signed at the Capitol by President 
Harding.. 


Tlit adjournment was arranged def- 


initely when the senate, soon after re- 
convening, adopted the house resolu- 
tion providing for ending of the ses- 
sion at 2 p. m. 


Passage of the adjournment resolu- 


tion was marked by a brief thrust by 
Senator Harrison, Democrat, Missis- 
Ippl, at the Republicans, the Missis- 
sippi senator declaring that the ses- 
sion "ended as th"e most reactionary 
Congress since the time of Aldrlch 
and the most subservient to executive 
dictation since the days of Roosevelt.'/ 


One of the last acts of the two 


houses was passage of the deficiency 
bill carrying a totnl of $2,4!>1,210, In- 
cluding 5200,000 for relief of Ameri- 
cans In Smyrna. 


President Harding arrived at the 


Capitol a quarter of an. hour before 
the time set for final adjournment and 
at his desk- In the President's room 
affixed his signature to 'Jast-mlnute 
legislative measures. 


The house Quit work promptly at 


2 o'clock In accordance with the ad- 
journment resolution, but signing by 
the senate presiding' ofllcer of a num- 
ber of recently passed bills delayed 
adjournment of that body until'a few 
minutes Inter. 


Leaders .on leaving the Cnpltol gen- 


ernllyespressed the belief that Presi- 
dent Harding would call Congress back 
In special session about the middle of 
November to act on the merchant ma- 
rine blll,-nnd amendments to the trans- 
portation act. 
The President, how- 


ever, has not publicly stated whether 
he has made any decision.

TARIFF BILL 


Harding Hopes It Will Prove "the 


Greatest Contribution Tow- 


ard Tariff Making. 


INCREASED 
PRICES 
DENIED 


Fordney Insists the New Law Gives No 


Ground for Higher Retail Charget. 


Importers Withdraw Good* Worth 
Millions to Escape Higher Rate*. 


Washington.—The Fordney-McCura- 


ber tariff bill, officially known as the 
Tariff act of 1022, was signed by Presi- 
dent Harding and went Into effect at 
midnight Thursday. 


As he signed the measure the Presi- 


dent turned to the members of Con- 
gress who witnessed Ihe signature and 
pronounced the law's elastic provision 
that gives the executive power to raise 
and lower rates affected by changlng- 
valuallons the "greatest contribution 
toward progress In tariff making In the 
nation's history." 


The Treasury Department estimates 


that the annual revenue under the new 
duties will average between ?350,000,- 
XX) and $400,000,000, or approilmntely 
(100,000,000 above the annual returns 
of the Underwood law, which now 
toes Into history. 


Treasury officials expect that the ad- 


ministrative features of the new law 
will require a large Increase In the 
tustoms' personnel, notably at New 
fork.

about by the act will be In Ihe Tariff 
Commission, which Is entrusted with 
carrying out the elastic provisions, 
and at the neit session of Congress a 
ipsclal appropriation will b« asked for 
this purpose.

It was reported here that there wia 


an unusually heavy number of with; 
drawala of goods from bonded ware- 
bouses by owners anxious to take a 
last-minute advantage of Ihe lower 
Underwood rates.

Ing the last few months of tariff de- 
bale, caused by importers bringing In 
quantities of goods under the old du- 
ties. 


The bill was signed In the Presi- 


dent's office In the presence of Chair- 
man McCumber of the Senate Finance 
Commltl:e, Chairman Eordney of tha 
House Ways and Means Commltte and 
zoveral representatives and other offi- 
cials. As the group assembled around 
the President's desk. Mr. Fordney 
suld: 


"Mr. President, here arc some of the 


men who have come h?re to have the 
^pleasure of seeing you put your slg- 
'nature '.o the accomplishment of their 
efforts." 


Mr. Harding then signed the bill 


with a gold-mounted fountain pen that 
was given to Representative Fordney. 


"Thank you for coming, gentlemen," 


said the President. "This law has long 
been In the making.

will make the greatest contribution to 
tariff making In the nation's history."

were a famous code of llouian laws,

How Radium Affect* Sflexli.

length around tho convex aide was 477 
feet The width at the widest part of 
the crescent was more than 100 feet 
The weight of the sand composing 
the dune wns estimated at 8,000 tons, 
yet it moved 125 feet In a year.
